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HEALTH CONFERENCE ANNOUNCED 


The State Departments of Education and Public 
Health, in cooperation with the University Summer 
Session, will conduct a conference on health instruc- 
tion and the school curriculum at the University of 
California at Los Angeles, July 8th to 1lth.

NURSING COURSES

INSTITUTE ON VENEREAL DISEASE CONTROL 


An institute on venereal disease control will be held 
during the Summer Session of the University of Cali- 
fornia at Los Angeles, June 30 to July 18, 1941. 


Courses will be given on community control of syph- 
ilis and gonorrhea, The medical problems in the 


control of these diseases will be discussed by Dr. Mal- 
colm H. Merrill of the Bureau of Venereal Diseases 
of the California State Department of Public Health 
and members of his staff. Nursing and social prob- 
lems in the control of the diseases will be discussed by 
Mrs. Evangeline Hall Morris, Assistant Professor of 
Nursing at Simmons College. 


A nominal fee will be charged for the three weeks 


of instruction. The institute is for graduate regis- 


tered nurses and for others, by consent of the 
instructors.

PASADENA HEALTH DEPARTMENT 
WINS HONORS 


The Pasadena City Health Department won a 
place on the National honor roll in the 1940 City 
Health Conservation contest, conducted by the United 
States Chamber of Commerce in cooperation with the 
American Public Health Association. Altogether, 
133 cities in 35 States and the Territory of Hawaii 


participated in the contest. 


In connection with the contest two special contests 
were conducted—one for the most noteworthy 
achievement in tuberculosis control and the other for 
the most effective syphilis control program in view of 
the importance of these diseases with relation to 
National defense. Pasadena, together with Chicago, 
Louisville and Memphis were honored with awards 
for having the most effective syphilis control pro- 
erams. 

It should be understood that winning awards in 
this contest does not necessarily mean that these cities 
are the healthiest. It means, however, that they are 
organized on a community basis to solve more effec- 
tively their own public health problems.
